EHE LAW DEPARTMENT. 



Three yens ago, in the obscurity of 
two back looms in tlm Education 
building, with no surroundings or 
equipment conducive to the proper 
performance of the work, in fact with 
nothing save the stout heart and firm 
determination of the Dean, the Law 
Department of Kentucky State Uni- 
versity begin its career. 

Kven the most sanguine supporters 
believed that years must n cessarily 
elapse and that generations might 
come and go ere the school could take 
its place among the prominent col- 
leges of Law in our country. While 
those who were hostile and indifferent 
predicted a brief period of i xistence 
in an infantile state, then gradual 
decay and final death. But, “Alas, 
the short sglitedness of man!” 

Today the Law Department, with a 
ph nonienal record hardly equalled 
by any other instiution of its kind, 
having exceeded the hopes of friends, 
and defeated the expectations of 
others, sits calm, conttd lit. and serene 
in the foremost rank of Southern 
universities. It now’ occupies spacious 
and well-equipped apartments. It 
has a faculty ronqmsed of men pro- 
foundly learned in til knowledge of 
law. The professors, at present, con- 
sist of. Judge Lafferty. the Dean and 
to whom ail honor is due for having 
made the College what it is. Judge 
Chalky, an authority upon Constitu- 
tional Law. Hon. Thomas Moore, one 
of the best ical estate lawyers in the 
South; and Hon. Charles Kerr, who 
has no siqvaoi on Corporations. 

Every term the College of Law has 
double the enrollment of the year 
previous. Kentucky boys wlu* in past 
years, have been compelled to attend 
schools of other states, now- realize 
that to acquire a thorough legal 
training, they need only return to 
their native heath. Among t he large 
number that have already matricu- 
lated are students from Valparaiso. 
University of Virginia and Harvard. 

Each year more ambitious men are 
entering the Law as the lies', avenue 
to success and honor; each year the 
Law schools of our country, with old 
K. S. U jit their front, are marching 
upward to a higher standard of effi- 
ciency; each year the poorly trained 
are being pushed into the gloomy 
recesses of oblivion and all are be- 
ginning to realize the truth ot Wil- 
liam Pitt’s celebrated words; “Ot 
law there can be no I ss acknowl- 
edged than that her seat is the bosom 
of God. her voice the harmony of the 
world.’’

Mr. V. L. Downing, senior mechan- 
ical engineer, who was employed dur- 
ing the summer by the Southern Motor 
Works, Nashville. Tennessee, has been 
employed by this company to report 
for a permanent position immediately 
after graduation next June. 

This company builds the Marathon 
ear, and is the only company in the 
South, building outright, automobiles. 
The company itself was organized by 
W. II. Collier, a graduate of the State 
University in the mechanical depart- 
ment in the Class of 1HM7. The com- 
pany has a paid up capital of four 
hundred thousand dollars, and is on a 
thoroughly substantial basis. 

This company will send to the Uni- 
versity of Kentucky in October, a 
chassis of one of their largest cars, 
on which a series of efficiency tests 
will be conducted during the winter. 
The purpose of these tests will be to 
determine the efficiency of operation, 
and the various conditions of gas en- 
gine manipulation, A study will be 
made of the frictional resistances in 



the transmission under the various 
conditions »f load and speed. 

The automobile testing plant of the 
State University of Kentucky, will 
doubtless bp the means of solving 
some of the important engineering 
problems pertaining to an automobile 
] lower plant. 

Mr. W. L. Bronaugh, n graduate of 
the College of Mechanical and Eire-' 
trienl Engineering of the Class of 
1899. is chairman of a committee of 
the Chicago Alumni Association, the 
purpose of which is to establish an 
employment bureau, to secure posi- 
tions for Kentucky State University 
graduates, and to help advance those 
graduates in the vicinity of Chicago 
to better places. The plan will be to 
visit personally, the managers and 
superintendi r ts of prominent engi- 
neering concerns in Chicago and 
neighborhood, setting forth definitely, 
the merits of those graduates who 
come from I he State University of 
Kentucky. The graduates from this 
institution have been very successful 
in Chicago. 

Tt is a very inter f-ting fact that the
